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Good  profits  may  be  realized  from  sheep  when  the 
flock  is  handled  as  a  part  of  a  diversified  livestock 
program.  The  profits  from  sheep  depend  upon  the 
management  of  the  flock. 

Some  items  necessary  for  successful  sheep  production 
are: 

1 .  Plenty  of  good  pasture 

2.  Proper  feed  and  care 

3.  Control  of  internal  and  external  parasites 

4.  Producing  lambs  for  earliest  market 
We  are  concerned  in  items  one  and  three. 

Watch  sheep  for  signs  of  disease.  Some  diseases  can 
be  helped  by  home  treatment,  but  most  of  them  need 
the  attention  of  a  veterinarian. 

One  of  the  common  and  troublesome  diseases  is 
foot  rot.  This  disease  is  caused  by  micro-organisms 
that  get  into  injured  tissues  of  the  foot.  If  it  is  not 
controlled,  lameness  can  result. 

This  footbath  for  sheep  was  designed  by  an  exten- 
sion agricultural  engineer  at  Oregon  State  University 
for  the  treatment  of  such  a  disease. 


It  is  an  absolute  necessity  that  infected  sheep  be 
separated  from  the  clean  sheep  and  put  in  an  area 
where  no  sheep  has  been  for  at  least  2  weeks.  Be- 
cause clean  sheep  should  also  be  placed  in  an  area 
where  no  sheep  has  been  for  at  least  2  weeks,  about 
four  pastures  or  lots  are  needed.  Sometimes  this  is  not 
easily  done. 

To  insure  parasite  control,  sheep  should  be  rotated 
often  and  not  allowed  to  overgraze  the  pasture. 

The  portable  footbath,  as  shown  in  this  illustration, 
is  suitable  for  use  in  pasture  or  feedlot,  or  on  the 
open  range.  Because  it  is  portable,  the  footbath  can 
be  erected  in  a  matter  of  minutes.  It  should  be  set  on 
a  level  surface  and  can  be  placed  in  a  chute  before  the 
sheep  go  into  the  cutting  gate. 

Complete  ivorking  draicings  may  be  obtained  from  the  extension 
agriculture  engineer  at  your  Stale  university.  There  may  be  a  small 
charge  to  cover  cost  of  printing.
